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The sketch paper, about 4" x 6" in size, was big 
enough to be seen by a number of people in the story 
room. This allowed a storyboard writer to present the 
show in sequence to producers, directors, designer 
and animators. This presentation was known as 
“giving'* the board. These conferences were tests to 
see if the gags and jokes were “working." It was also a 
way of getting suggestions and new ideas that might 
improve the show. 

Some storyboards were prepared by one writer* 
artist, while others worked in teams of head writer and 
sketch artist. One cartoon short story usually took from 
four to six weeks to prepare, after which the boards 
were taken over by the animation director who had 
probably already worked on some of the ideas and 
gags during preliminary work. The story sketches 
served as a guide to the director and layout artists in 
timing the picture and designing the final product. 

The large storyboard method of production is still 
used today, but it is usually reserved for feature film 
story sketches. Feature stories may take many months 


Howdy, Funtastic World fans, this is ol* Quick Draw 
McGraw here, to talk to you about the storyboard part 
of the animation business and just what is involved in 
doing a board. 

When animated cartoon studios first started about 
sixty years ago, the standard method of writing the 
script for the show was to “sketch" the story. Early 
story production was done on scratch pad paper and 
pinned up on large panel boards with pushpins. This 
system allowed for quick changes of rough sketches 
and the replacing or resetting of entire story 
sequences. 


or years to finalize, and the big board presentation 
serves well in putting the show together, enabling 
many people to see the rough draft in conference. At 
Hanna-Barbera about ten large boards are presently in 
preparation for the feature cartoon, SONG OF HEIDI. 

For Hanna-Barbera’s FUNTASTIC WORLD OF 
TELEVISION a smaller, more compact board was 
developed. Since TV budgets are much lower than 
budgets for theatrical cartoons, a faster method of 
producing boards was developed. Instead of the large 
loose sketches for pinning up, the television storyboard 
is drawn on 9” x 12” pages containing six panels per 
page for smaller sketches. These are clipped together 
in a book-like sequence. A half hour television cartoon 
such as SCOOBY-DOO or LAFF-A-LYMPICS might 
u$e 90 to 100 of these pages to tell the story. 

The television boards are usually produced from an 
approved typewritten script. The script contains all the 
character lines, with screen and action direction. The 
storysketch editor uses this information to design the 
entire show. Starting with scene one, the sketch artist 
creates locations and staging throughout the picture. 
Action, attitudes and expressions are captured in very 
rough sketch form. These smalt sketches serve as 
important guides to the director as well as to layout 
and design artists and the animators. 

The sketch artist is not locked-in to depicting every 
detail of the script as typed out, for his artistic 
judgement as to the best graphic handling now comes 
into play. Selection of longshots and closeups, pan 
shots and zooms, dissolves and wipes become the 
decision of the storyboard artist. He may also become 
a writer when he finds that lines need to be rewritten or 
new lines created to best give the story its proper flow. 

The finished storyboard acts as a blueprint for the 
construction of the entire animated cartoon. It is the 
unifying element that permits a film to be produced on 
an assembly line process, as must be done in the 
creation of the television cartoon series. 

Although I am called “Quick Draw" many of the 
storyboard directors also have to be “quick on the 
draw” since their sketches rriust be quickly rendered 
visuals in rough technique. But they still must indicate 
everything that needs to be shown in the finished film. 
After ail, The storyboard itself does not ever appear on 
the TV screen but the “cleaned-up" version does, and 
that's what counts.
